The "Miami Herald," Miami, Florida, in the 
edition of September 9, 1963, on Page 1, carried an article 
by Herald Wire Services, datelined Havana, and captioned, 

"FIDEL Says Cuba Will Fight Back." This article states: 

"Prime Minister FI DHL CASTRO said Sunday 
*U. S. leaders’ would be in danger if they helped 
in any attempt to do away with leaders of Cuba. 

"Bitterly denouncing what he called recent 
U. S. promised raids on Cuban territory, CASTRO 
said: 'We are prepared to fight them and answer 
in kind. U. S. leaders should think that if they 
are aiding terrorist plans to eliminate Cuban 
leaders, they themselves will not be safe. ' 

"The bitterest CASTRO attack yet on President ' 

KENNEDY was made early Sunday morning in a rambling, 
informal post-midnight dissertation following a 
reception at the Brazilian Embassy." 

On November 27, 1963, JOSE ANTONIO GONHALEZ LANTSA 
stared that he is receiving all his information concerning 
LEE CbUALD's attempted infiltration of the DEE from CARLOS 
BRILL TIER, the DRE delegate at New Orleans, Louisiana. He 
stared this attempted infiltration by OSWALD occurred in 
Lev; Orleans, and not in Miami. 

LANUSA stated that he had telephoned Dr. <L7'iLLERM0 BELT, 
for ur Cuban Ambassador to the United States now residing in 
Mac .rag ton, D. C. , on November 25, 1933, to discuss the assassi- 
nat-cu of President JOHN F. KENNEDY, He said he explained to 
HUT the attempted infiltration of OSWALD into the DRE, but 
~iu not indicate to Dr. BELT that OSWALD had ever been in 
Miami. LANUSA stated that to the knowledge of the DRE, OSWALD 
..ad never been in Miami. 

LANUSA advised that on November 26, 1963, ha received 
- letter dated November 25, 1963, from CARLOS BR1YLB7IBH of 
Lev/ Orleans, in which the latter enclosed an original copy of 
a handbill captioned, "Hands Off Cuba," and inviting membership 
into the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC) through contact 
with L. H. OSWALD, 4907 Magazine, New Orleans, Louisiana. 
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The Fbl waa generous in space in its reports - only if they retailed 
information that could be used against Oswald. The next two pages of 
this report are devoted to Oswald’s literature, handbill and applica- 
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CARLOS BRINGUIER, Cuban Student Directorate,

Street, advised that on August 5. 1963, OSWALD came ^ nto

He stated 
that the two anti-CASTRO Cubans arrested on August 9, 19G3 , 
inthe altercation with CsWALD had only that contact with 

OSWALD. 

BRINGUIER stated that he had learned from 
with ORESTES PENA, Proprietor of the Habana Bar, 117 Dec 
Street that OSWALD was apparently in the Bar some time 
between the 15th and 30th of August, 1963,. with a Mexican 
individual name not known. This Mexican was later seen n 
ihe Bar with another Mexican., Ho also said that from talk- 
ing with PENA, OSWALD may have frequented the restaurant 
the corner of Iberville and Decatur Streets. 
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
